Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants urged that in process of invention stem cells do not 
differentiate, and process produces undifferentiated hemopoietic stem cells, whereas in process of Naughthon et al 
stem cells undedrgo differentiation during culturing. Examiner pointed out that stem cells of Naughton et al are 
undifferentiated when culturing begins on stromal matrix, and Naughton et al will be reviewed to determine if 
differentiation occurs during culturing. Examiner pointed out that in response, applicants should point out where 
Naughton et al disclose that differentiation occurs if this is disclosed. Examiner suggested the following amendments 
to claim 1 , line 1, cancel "/maintaining"; line 2, cancel "or progenitor cells" and insert — to increase the number of the 
stem cells — ; line 2 of step (a), before "flow" insert — continuous — ; line 1 of step (b), cancel "or progenitor cells"; line 
3 of step (b), cancel "thereby" and insert — and under continuous flow of a culture medium — , and cancel 
"/maintaining"; line 4 of step (b), cancel "or progenitor cells" and insert — to increase the number of the stem cells 
without the stem cells undergoing differentiation to obtain expanded undifferentiatied hemopoietic stem cells 
Corresponding amendments should be made to independent claim 51 . Examiner indicated will reconsider rejection in 
view of amendments to claims and arguments in regard to producing undifferentiated stem cells. Examiner suggested 
applicants provide in response any appropriate evidence to support their arguments . 
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
